Mr.  Chairncin  and  Councillors, 


I beg'  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  concerning'  the  health  and  sanitory  conditions  of  the  Urban  District 
for  1971. 


There  has  been  a considerable  fall  in  the  population  from  29,870  in 
1970  to  28,230  in  1971.  This  will  be  an  accurate  figure  derived  from  the 
Census  of  1970,  and  it  reflects  the  considerable  drift  of  population  away 
from  Bedlingtonshire  since  1965  when  the  population  was  30,940,  Tliis  must 
be  the  case  because  the  births  have  exceeded  the  deaths  in  every  year. 


The  number  of  live  births  fell  from  380  in  1970  to  363  in  1971  - a fall 
of  17,  This  gave  a crude  birth  rate  of  12.9  per  1,000  estimated  population 
(England  and  Wales  16.0), 


The  number  of  deaths  fell  from  365  in  1970  to  310  in  1971  giving  a crude 
death  rate  of  10,9  per  1,000  estimated  population  (England  and  Wales  11,6), 
There  v/ere  6 infant  deaths  - one  more  than  in  1970, 


During  the  year  there  were  notified,  only  38  cases  of  infectious  disease. 


There  is  still  a great  need  for  ground  floor  accommodation  of  one  and 
two  bedrooms.  The  population  is  ageing  and  there  is  a greater  awareness  of 
the  benefits  to  old  people  and  the  handicapped  of  flats  and  bungalows  v/here 
there  is  no  need  to  climb  stairs.  There  is  also  a great  need  for  proper 
insulation  of  windov/s  and  walls  of  these  dwellings  - partly  to  conserve 
heat  for  comfort  and  health  but  also  on  economic  grounds  as  well.  Proper 
insulation  cuts  down  fuel  costs. 


I wish  to  thank  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  interest  during  the  year  and  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  for 
their  co-operation.  I must  once  again  pay  tribute  to  the  work  done  by  the 
health  department  staff.

Infective  Hepatitis; 

There  v/ere  13  cases  notified  in  comparison  with  the  134  in  1970, 


Measles ; 


Only  5 cases  of  measles  were  notified.  This  is  the  lowest  figure  ever 
recorded  and  it  gives  hope  that  this  disease  might  be  erradicated  if  parents 
take  advantage  of  the  immunisation  schemes  which  are  available. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis; 

Two  cases  were  notified. 


Food  Poisoning: 

Two  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified.  Both  were  late 
notifications  and  it  seemed  most  likely  that  the  infecting  food-stuffs  had 
been  eaten  outside  the  district.  No  members  of  either  patients*  family  were 
affected,  in  both  cases  the  infecting  organism  was  Salmonella  Typhimurium, 


One  case  of  Meningitis  and  one  of  Whooping  Cough  was  notified. 


There  were  no  notifications  of  Smallpox,  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis.

Work  on  the  Central  Valley  Sewerage  Scheme,  the  last  phase  in  the  re- 
sewering of  the  district,  is  being  carried  out  partly  by  contract  and  partly 
by  direct  labour.  Satisfactory  progress  is  being  maintained, 

PET  ANII.'L\LS  ACT,  1951 

Tv/o  licences  are  in  force  authorising  the  keeping  of  pot  shops;  one  at 
Front  Street  East,  Bodlington  and  the  other  at  Clayton  Street,  Bedlington, 
The  premises  are  visited  regularly  and  no  infringements  have  been  found. 

ANILIAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISm-IENTS  ACT,  1063 


Two  boarding  kennels,  one  at  Bothalhaugh,  Choppington  and  the  other  at 
"Springdavm"  Sheepwash  Bank,  are  licenced  under  this  Act,  Very  high  standards 
are  maintained. 


RIDING  ESTADLISI-IiENTS  ACT,  1964/70 

One  licence  is  in  force  for  the  riding  school  at  "Springdawn” , Sheepwash 
Bank,  The  stables  accommodate  13  ponies,  two  of  which  are  young  ponies  not 
used  at  the  school.  The  licence  is  granted  on  receipt  of  a veterinary  siorgeon’s 
report  on  the  sviitability  of  the  premises,  means  of  isolation  and  the  condition 
of  the  animals,  saddlery,  feeding  etc, 

SCRAP  LIETAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  13  scrap  metal  dealers  were  registered 
with  the  local  authority.  There  were  2 new  registrations  and  a further  3 
dealers  re-registered. 

Four  dealers  have  scrap  yards  or  stores  within  the  district,  one  is 
itinerant  collecting  door  to  door. 
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AG-niCULTURE  (SAFETY.  HEALTH  Alg)  VJELF/iRE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 


There  are  28  Agricultural  holdings  in  the  district  and  all  conform  to  the 
V/elfare  standards  required  by  the  Act, 

WATER  SUPPLY 

All  houses  in  the  district  have  a mains  supply  from  the  County  Borougii  of 
Tynemouth  "Water  Undertaking.  Throughout  the  year  the  water  has  been  adequate 
and  of  good  quality.  Six  houses  still  v/ith  a standpipe  in  the  back  yard  will 
be  dealt  with  on  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme, 

The  ilumford  Mill  open-air  swimming  pool  was  open  for  three  months  from 
the  end  of  June  to  September,  Due  to  labour  troubles  admission  was  free  and 
no  records  of  attendance  could  be  made.  However,  the  pool  continued  to  be 
very  popular,  both  with  school  children  and  adults.  Tlie  river  water  used  is 
sand-filtered  and  chlorinated,  16  Samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  v/ith  excellent  results, 

T\vo  samples  were  taken  from  the  drinking  water  storage  tank  at  tlie  Alcan 
Site,  North  Blyth,  also  with  NIL  result. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956/68 


Action  was  taken  in  seven  cases  for  nuisances  arising  from  factory 
chimnpys,  brickworks,  spoil  heaps  and  Power  Station  fly-ash  disposal.

One  private  site  at  Stakeford  Bridge  is  still  licensed  for  6 caravans.

Substantial  progress  has  again  been  nade  dioring  the  year  inasnuch  as 
Closing  and  Denolition  Orders  have  been  nade  on  a further  128  houses 
including  First  Street  and  Second  Street,  Metherton  and  Bridge  Street,  Canbois. 

Unfortunately  only  39  families  from  37  houses  wore  rehoused  in  Council 
houses,  the  least  for  a number  of  years  and  almost  half  last  year's  figure  as 
shov/n  in  the  following  table.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  more  Covincil  houses 
will  be  forthcoming  v/ith  the  completion  of  the  two  schemes  of  houses  now  being 
built  at  Nether ton  Lane  and  Cruddas  Terrace, 

14  Families  foiand  their  ovm  accommodation  making  a total  of  53  families 
displaced  from  51  houses,
